IHE Author of the following Pages has the 
Honour of being well reſpetied i in moſt of the 
Lodges of Reputation in this Metropolis, and is a 
frequent Viſitor at the Queen's Arms, St. Paul's 
Church-yard ; the Globe, in Fleet-ſtreet ; the Jeru- 
ſalem, at Clerkenwell; Half- moon, Cheapſide; 
Crown and Anchor, in the Strand; Salutation, Grey- 
Friars; and ſeveral others of leſs Note. 

An Earneſt Deſire of becoming a perfect Maſter of 
MasoxRx, and the Succeſs he met with in his firſt 
Attempt, has rendered him capable of revealing thoſe 
Myſteries to the World, which, till now, have been 
kept ſecret as the Grave. 

He acquired his Knowledge at firſt from ſome looſe 
Papers belonging to a Merchant to whom he was nearly 
related, who had been a Member of the Queen's Arms, 
St. Paul's Church- yard. This Relation dying about ten 
Years ago, the Editor became poſſeſſed of his Effects;

Elated by this Succeſs, 
he boldly advanced with his Company; all of whom 
belonged to the Lodge, and were well known by the 
TYLER at the Door. After the uſual Ceremony, in 
which he gave full Satisfaction, he was admitted and 
took his Seat. That Night he ſaw two MAK INOS “, 
and came off full of Spirits. 

Soon after he went to another Lodge, where he 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf greatly in anſwering the Queſ- 
tions propoſed by the Maſter, which he acquired from 
his Friend's Manuſcripts of the FnTERED ApPREN- 
Ticz, and FELLOW- CRAFr's Lectures. 

His Regard to the Society, and Reſpect to the Pub- 
lic is the only Inducement to this Publication, which 
is intended not only to aſſiſt thoſe who have been 
lately made, and ſtil] remain ignorant cf the true 
Foundation of the Art, but alſo to give all that have an 
Inclination to become Maſons an Opportunity of con- 
ſidering the Advantages and Diſadvantages of the En- 
gagements and Oaths by which they are bound, — 
Such 1s the Intention of this Undertaking ; and the 
Editor flatters himſelf the Brotherhood will not con-

The Frontiſpiece is a Medallion, in Imitation of thoſe Medals, 


or Plates, that are common among the Brotherhood. 'Theſe Medals 


are uſually of Silver, and ſome have them highly finiſhed and or- 
namented, ſo as to be worth ten or twenty Guineas. They are ſuſ- 
pended round the Neck with Ribbons of various Colours, and 
worn on their Public Days of Meeting, at Funeral Proceſſions, &c. 
in Honour of the Craft. On the Reverſe of theſe Medals it is uſual 
to put the Owner's Coat of Arms, or Cypher, or any other Device 
that the Owner fancies, and ſome even add to the Emblems other 
Fancy Things that bear ſome Analogy to Maſonry. 

The Candleſticks, &c. in many Lodges are curiouſly wrought, 
the Chair in which the Grand Maſter fits, as well as thoſe of the 
Maſters of inferior Lodges, are richly carved with Emblematical 
Figures; their Aprons are bound with Ribbons of various Colours; 
and, in ſhort, every Thing belonging to them is finiſhed in the

HE Origin * of the Society called Free-Maſons is 
ſaid by ſome to have been a certain Number of Per- 
ſons who formed a Reſolution to rebuild the Temple 
of Salomon F, This appears from the Lecture, or 
rather Hiſtory, of the Order, at the Making or Raifing of a 
Member to the Degree of Maſter, which is fully deſcribed in

form the Mind, and promote the Moral and Soclal Virtues 
of Humanity, Decency, and good Order, as much as poſlible 
in the World: and ſome of the Emblems of the Free-Ma- 
fons confirm this Opinion, ſuch as the Compaſs, Rule, 
Square, &c. | 

In all Countries were Maſonry is practiſed, or eſtabliſhed 
at this Pime, there is a Grand Maſter ; but formerly there 
was only one Grand Maſter, and he was an Engliſhman. 
Lord PETRE is the Perſon on whom this Dignity is now be- 
ſtowed, who governs all the Lodges in Great-Britain, and 
has the Power of delivering the Conſtitutions and Laws of 
the Society to the Maſters who preſide over the ſubordinate 
Aſſemblies: which Conſtitutions muſt always be ſigned by 
the Grand Secretary of the Order.—-— The Grand Maſter 
can hold a Meeting or Lodge when he thinks proper, which 
15 generally the ſecond Saturday in every Month in the 
Summer ; but oftener in the Winter, 

The other Lodges meet regularly twice a Month in the 
Winter Half-Year, and once a Month in the Summer; and 
the Members of each Lodge pay Quarterly, from 3s. 6d, to 
5s, into the Hands of the Treaſurer; and this generally de- 
trays the Expence of their Meetings. 

There are alſo Quarterly Communications or Meetings, 
held, at which are preſent the Maſter and Wardens of every 
Regular Conſtitution in and near Lenden, where the ſeveral 
Lodges ſend, by the ſaid Wardens, different Sums of Money 
to be paid into the Hands of the Treaſurer General, and appro- 
priated to ſuch charitable Uſes as the Grand Maſter, and the 
Maſters of the different Lodges under him, think proper; but 
theſe Charities are chiefly confined to Maſons only. Such as 
have good Recommendations as to their Behaviour and Cha- 
rafter, will be aſſiſted with Five, Ten, or Twenty Pounds; 
and leſs Sums are diſtributed to the indigent Brethren, in Pro- 
portion to their Wants, and the Number of Years they have 
been Members. At theſe Quarterly Communications, large 
Sums are likewiſe ſeat from Lodges in the moſt remote Parts 
of the World, viz. in the Za? and Mieſt- Indies, and Accounts 
tranſmitted of the Growth of Maſonry there. The State of 
the Funds of the Society are likewiſe communicated to the 
Company, and the Deliberations of the Meeting taken down 
by the Secretary, who lays them before*the Grand Maſter at 
the yearly Meeting. 

The Number of Members which compoſe a Lodge is inde- 
terminate; but it is no Lodge except there are preſent one 
Malter, three Fellow-Crafts, and two Apprentices, 
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When a Lodge is met, there are two principaWOfficers un- 
der the Maſter, called Senior and Junior Wardens, whoſe 
Buſineſs it is to ſee the Laws of the Society ſtrictly adhered 
to, and the Word of Command given by the Grand Mafter 
regularly followed. | 

It muſt be remarked, that the Authority of a Mafter, though 
Chief of the Lodge, reaches no farther than he is himſelf an 
Obſerver of the Laws; ſhould he infringe them, the Brethren 
never fail to cenſure him; and if this has no Effect, they have 
a Power of depoſing him, on appealing to the Grand Maſter, 
and giving their Reaſons for it; but they ſeldom proceed to 
this Extranaity: | 

As no doubt the Reader chuſes to be made acquainted with 
every Circumſtance of the Ceremony of making a Maſon, I 
ſhall begin with the following Directions, and proceed regu- 
larly in the Deſcription of what further concerns Maſonry. 

A Man deſirous of becoming a Free Maſon, ſhould endea- 
vour to get acquainted with a Member of ſome good Lodge, 
who will propoſe him as a Candidate for Admiſſion the next 
Lodge-Night. The Brother who propoſes a New Member, 
is likewiſe obliged to inform the Brethren of the Qualifi- 
cations of the Candidate . Upon this it is debated whether 
or not he ſhall be admitted; and it being carried in the 
Affirmative, the next Step is to go with the Propoſer the 
enſuing Lodge-Night, 

The Evening being come when a Lodge is tobe held, which 

enerally begins about Seven in the Winter, and Nine in the 
| ES as previous Notices are ſent to the Members for this 
Purpoſe ; the Maſons are punctual to Time, and it frequently 
happens, that, in half an Hour, the whole Lodge, to the 
Number of Fifty or Sixty, are aſſembled. 

The Maſter, the two Aſſiſtants, Secretary, and Trea- 
ſurer, begin with putting over their Necks a blue Ribbon of a 
triangular Shape ; to the Maſter's Ribbon hangs a Rule and 
Compals, which is in ſome Lodges made of Gold, though in 
others only gilt: the Aſſiſtants, Senior Wardens, and the 
other Officers, carry the Compaſs alone, | 

The Candles are placed upon the Table in the Form of a 
Triangle; and in the beſt Lodges the Candleſticks are finely 
carved with emblematical Figures. Every Brother has an 
Apron made of white Skin, and the Strings are alſo of Skin; 
though ſome of them chuſe to ornament them with Ribbons 


For the Good of this, and all other Societies, it were to be wiſhed

The Maſter gives three Knocks upon the Table with a 
wooden Hammer, and puts on his Hat, the Brethren bein 
uncovered : He then aſks, if the Gentleman propoſed lf 
Lodge-Night is ready to be made ? and on being anſwered 
in the Affirmative, he orders the Wardens to Yo out and pre- 
pare the Perſon, who is generally waiting in a Room at ſome 
Diſtance from the Lodge Room by himle]t, being left there 
by his Friend who propoſed him. He is conducted into ano- 
ther Room, which is totally dark; and then aſked, Whe- 
ther he is conſcious of having the Vocation neceſſary to be 
received? On anſwering Yes, he is aſked his Name, Sur- 
name, and Profeſſion. When he has anſwered theſe Queſ- 
tions, whatever he has abqut him made of metal is taken 
away, as Buckles, Buttons, Rings, &c. and even the Money 
in his Pocket *. Then they uncover his Right Knee, and 
put his Left Foot with his Shoe on into a Slipper t; hood- 
wink bim with a Handkerchief, and leave him to his Re-

ed within and without by ſome of the Brethren, who have 
drawn Swords in their Hands. The Perſon who propoſed 
the Candidate ſtays in the Room with him; but they are not 

rmitted to converſe together. | 

During this Silence, and while the Candidate is preparing, 
the Brethren in the Lodge are putting every Thing in order 
for his Reception there; ſuch as drawing the annexed Figure 
on the Floor at the upper Part of the Room ; which is ge- 
nerally done with Chalk and Charcoal intermixed ; though 
ſome 3 uſe Tape and little Nails to form it; which 
prevents any Mark or Stain on the Floor. It is drawn Eaſt 
and Weſt, The Maſter ſtands in the Eaſt, with the gquare 
hanging at his Breaſt, the Holy Bible opeaed at the Goſpel of 
, and three lighted Tapers are placed in the Form of 

riangle in the midit of the Drawing on the Floor. 

The Propoſer then goes and knocks three Times at the 
Door of the grand Apartment, in which the Ceremony is to 
be performed. The Maſter anſwers within by three Strokes 
with the Hammer, and the Junior Warden aſks, Who comes 
there? The Candidate anſwers (after another who prompts 
him) „ One who begs to receive Part of the Benefit af this 
« Right Worſhipful ob dedicated to St. ohn, as many 
“ Brothers and Fellows have done before me.” The Doors 
are then opened, and the Senior and Junior Wardens, or 
their Aſſiſtants, receive him, one on the Right, and the other 
on the Left, and conduct him blindfolded Three Times * 
round the Drawing on the Floor, and bring him up to the 
Foot of it, with his Face to the Maſter +, the Brethren 
ranging themſelves on each Side, and making a confuſed 
Noiſe, by ſtriking on the Attributes of the Order, which they 
carry in their Hands g. | 


In ſome Lodges the Candidates are led Nine Times round; but as 
this is very tireſome to the Perſon who is to undergo the Operation, his 
Patience being pretty well tired by being blinded fo long heforchand, it 
js very juſtly omitted. 

+ Many Lodges throw a fine Powder, or Roſin, on the Floor, which, 
with the Illumination of the Room, has a pretty Effect. 
This Cuſtom is not obſeryed in all Lodges,

* Maſons ſtanding round at the Ceremony, 
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When this Part of the Ceremony is ended, the Maſter 
who ſtands at the upper End, facing the Foot or Steps of the 
Drawing on the Floor, behind a low Arm- chair, aſks the 
following Queſtion, Whether you have a deſire to become a 
Maſon? and if it is of your own free Will and Choice? 
Upon which the Candidate anſwers, Ves. Let him ſee 
the Light,” ſays the Maſter: They then take the Hand- 
kerchief from his Eyes, and whilſt they are ſo doing, the 
Brethren form a Circle round him, with their Swords drawn 
in their Hands, the Points of which are preſented to his 
Breaſt. The Ornaments borne by the Officers, the glit- 
tering of the Swords, and fantaſtic Appearance of the Bre- 
thren in White Aprons, creates great Surprize, eſpecially 
to a Perſon, who for above an Hour has been fatigued with 
the Bandage over his Eyes; and his Uncertainty concern— 

ing what is further to be done for his Reception, muſt, no 
Doubt, throw his Mind into great Perplexity *. 

The Candidate is then directed to advance Three Times 
to a Stool at the Foot of the Arm-chair; he is taught to 
ſep in a proper Manner by one of the Aſſiſtants. Upon 
the Stool are placed the Rule and Compaſs; and one of the 
Brethren ſays to the Candidate to this Effect: “ You are 
<< now entering into a reſpectable Society, which is more 
ic ſerious and important than you imagine. It admits of 
«© nothing contrary to Law, Religion, or Morality ; nor 
« does it allow any Thing inconſiſtent with the Allegiance 
« due to His Majeſty ;. the Worſhipful Grand Maſter will 
„ inform you of the reſt +.” 

As ſoon as the Speaker has ended his Speech, he is de- 
fired to put his Right Knee upon the Stool, which is bare, 
as mentioned above , and his left Foot is put into a Slipper, 
with the Shoe on, or the Shoe {lipped at the Hee], to repre- 
ſent a Slipper, 

The Candidate being in this Poſture, the Worſhipful 
Grand Maſter addrefles him to the following Effet : Do 
« you promiſe never to tell, write or diſcloſe, in any Man- 
c ner whatever, the Secrets of Free Maſonry and Free Ma-

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ſeen more clearly in the following Lecture belonging to that 
part of Maſonry. ME 

He is alſo learnt the Step, or how to advance to the Maſ- 
ter upon the Drawing on the Floor, which in ſome Lodges 
reſembles the grand Building, termed a Moſaic Palace, and 
is deſcribed with the utmoſt Exactneſs. They alſo draw 
other Figures, one of which is called the Laced Tuft, and 
the other, the Throne beſet with Stars. There is alſo re- 
preſented a perpendicular Line in the Form of a Maſon's In- 
ſtrument, commonly called the Plumb-Line; and another 
Figure which repreſents the Tomb of Hiram, the firſt Grand 
Maſter, who has been dead almoſt Three Thouſand Years. 
Theſe are all expiained to him in the moſt accurate Manner, 
and the Ornaments or Emblems of the Order are deſcribed 
with great Facility. The Ceremony being now ended, the 
new-made Member is obliged to take a Mop out of a Pail of 
Water brought for that Purpoſe, and rub out the Drawing 
on the Floor, if it is done with Chalk and Charcoal. Then 
he is conduct d back, and every Thing he was diveſted of 
is reſtored, and he takes his Seat on the Right Hand of the 
Maſter, He alſo receives an Apron, which he puts on, and 
the Liſt of the Lodges is likewiſe given him. 

The Brethren now congratulate the new-made Member, 
and all return to the Table to regale themſelves; when the 
Maſter propoſes a Health to the young Brother, which is 
drank with the greateſt Applauſe by the whole Body, the 
new Maſon fitting all the while, After which he, inſtructed 
by a Brother, takes a Bumper, and drinks * To the Wor- 
« ſhipful Grand Maſter, the Senior and Junior Wardens, 
c the reſt of the Officers, and Members of the Lodge, wiſh- 
<« ing them Succeſs in all their-public and private Under- 
« takings, to Maſonry in general, and that Lodge in par- 
<« ticular, craving their Aſſiſtance,” To which they anſwer, 
& they will aſſiſt him.” And after he has drank, he throws 
his Glaſs from him, and brings it back three Times, and 
then ſets it down on the Table, the reſt doing the ſame in 
exact Order, This they call Firing : Then they clap their 
Hands Nine Times divided into Three, and ſtop between 
each, keeping true Time. 

The Reader having been led thus far, it is high Time to 
introduce the Apprentice's Lecture, which is intended, not 
only to amuſe, but likewiſe to inſtruct him in the Part he is 
entered into. The Readineſs of many of the Brethren in 
anſwering the Queſtions, adds a Luſtre to the Order, the 
Members vying with each other who ſhall! moſt contribute to 
the Edification of their new Brother, bo

While this Song is ſinging they all ſtand round the Table, 
and when they come to the Jaſt Verſe they join Hands croſs- 
ways in the following Manner: The Rioht-Hand Man 
takes hold of the Lefe-Fland of his Neighbour with his Right- 
Hand ; and the Left-Hand Man takes hold of the Right- 
Hand of his next Brother with his Left-Hand, ſo as to form 
a Chain by ſo many Links, and all join in the Chorus, 
Jumping violently with their Feet on the Floor, and ſhaking 
their Hands up and down, linked together as above, keeping 
exact Time with both. | 

Every one now talks of what he pleaſes; and as it is generally 
half an Hour before they proceed to Buſineſs, thoſe who per- 
haps have ordered a Supper retire into another Room; but be-

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fore they are permitted, the Maſter proceeds to call the Men off 
from Wark, as it is termed, which is done in this Manner: 
The Maſter whiſpers to the Senior Deacon, who fits on his 
Right-Hand, and ſays, It is high time to call the Men from 
Work to refreſh themſelves :** The Senior Deacon whiſpers 
it to the Senior Warden ; and it is communicated from him 
to the Junior Deacon, who carries it to the Junior Warden; 
he proclaims it openly to the Lodge, and ſets his Column up- 
right *, and the Senior Warden lays his down, which ſigni- 
fies that the Junior Warden is entruſted with the Care of the 
Lodge, while the Brethren refreſh themſelves, 

In this Place it will be neceſſary to acquaint the Reader 
how he may diſcover an Entered Apprentice by drinkin 
with him in Company. Take the Glaſs with your Right- 
Hand, and draw it acroſs your Throat, either before or after 
you drink; and if an Apprentice is preſent, he will imme- 
diately take Notice of it, by aſking you ſome Queſtion in 
Maſonry, which you will readily anſwer from this Book, 
If he aſks you the Meaning of your doing that, you may 
whiſper to him, that it is the Penalty of the Obligation of 
an Entered Apprentice, From this Anſwer he will proceed 
farther in his Inquiry. | 

The Brethren having now regaled themſelves, they take 
their Seats, and the Maſter proceeds to ſet them on again, 
which is performed in the ſame Manner as the calling off; 
with this Difference, the Warden proclaims, “ It is our 
« Worſhipful Maſter's Pleafure, that this Lodge is called 
from Refreſhment to Work.” The Junior Warden lays 
down his Column, and the S@ior ſets his up. But as it 
often happens, that the Time will not permit for the Fellow- 
Craft's . they cloſe the Lodge, which is done after 
the ſame Manner as that of opening. The Senior Warden 
declares it in the following Words: „It is our Maſter's 
« Will and Pleaſure, that this Lodge ſtand cloſed till the 
« Firſt or Third Wedneſday in next Month,“ according to 
the Night the Lodge is held. Then the Maſter, Wardens, 


Deacons, Secretary, &c. take off the Enſigns and Orna- 


ments from their Necks, and every one is at Liberty to de- 
part or ſtay longer; every thing of Maſonry is excluded; 
they talk of what they pleaſe, and ſing various Songs for 
their Amuſement, 

I ſhall now proceed to the Second Degree of Maſonry, call- 
ed the Fellow-Craft's : that is, one who has ſerved his Time 
juſtly and lawfully as an Entered Apprentice, and deſires to

1 TUBAL CAIN was the firſt Perſon who made uſe of Braſs, 
Iron, and other Metals, and is ſaid to be the Inventor of Muſic.

* He told me I repreſented one of the greateſt Men in 
'the World, viz. our Grand Maſter Hiram, who was killed 
juſt at the finiſhing of the Temple; and the Manner of his 
Death is thus related : 

% There were originally fifteen Fellow-Crafts, who per- 
ceiving the Temple almoſt finiſhed, and not having received 
the Maſter's Word, they grew impatient, and agreed to extort 
it from their Maſter Hiram the firſt Opportunity they could 
find of meeting him alone, that they might paſs for Maſters 
in other Countries, and receive the W ages or Profits of Maſ- 
ters ; but before they could accompliſh their Scheme, twelve 
of them recanted ; the other three were obſtinate, and deter- 
mined to have it by Force, if no other Way could be found : 
their Names were, Jubela, Fubelo, and Fubelum, 

It being always the Cuſtom of Hiram, at Twelve at 
Noon, as ſoon as the Men were called off to refreſh them- 
ſelves, to go into the Sanctum Sanctorum, or Holy of Holies, 
to pay his Devotion to the true and living God, the three 
Aſſaſſins above-mentioned placed themſelves at the Eaſt, 
Weſt, and South Doors of the Temple. At the North there 
was no Entrance, becauſe the Rays of the Sun never dart 

from that Point. 

Hiram, having finiſhed his Prayer to the Lord, came 
to the Eaſt Door, which he found guarded by Jubela, who 
demanded the Maſter's Grip in a reſolute Manner ; he re- 
ceived for Anſwer from Hiram, that it was not cuſtomary 
to aſk it in ſuch a Strain; that he himſelf did not receive jt 
ſo; adding, that he muſt wait, and Time and Patience

would bring it about. He told him farther, that it was not 
in his Power alone to reveal it, except in the Preſence of 
Solomon King of Iſrael, and Hiram King of Tyre. Jubele 
being diſſatisfied with this Anſwer, {truck him acroſs the 
Throat with a twenty-four Inch Gauge. Hiram upon this 
Uſage flew to the South Door of the Temple, where he was 
met by Fubelo, who aſked him the Maſter's Grip and Word 
in like Manner as Jubela had done before; and on receiving 
the ſame Anſwer from his Maſter, he gave him a violent Blow 
with a Square upon his Left Breaſt, which made him reel. 
Upon recovering his Strength, he ran to the Welt Door, the 
only Way left him of eſcaping; and on being interrogated 
by Jubelum to the ſame Purport, who guarded that 2 

(to whom he replied as at firſt) he received a terrible Fracture 
upon his Head with a Gavel * or Setting Maul, which oc- 
ſioned his Death. After this they carried his Body out at 
the Weſt Door +, and hid it under ſome Rubbiſh till Twelve 


When you come to this Part of the Ceremony of making a Maſter, 
it occaſions ſome Surprize; the Junior Warden ſtrikes you with a 1 
four Inch Gauge acroſs your Throat; the Senior Warden follows the 


Blow, by ſtriking you with a Square on the Left Breaſt; and almoſt Fo 


at the ſame Inſtant the Maſter knocks you down with the Gavel. This 
is the Cuſtom in moſt Lodges; and it requires no ſmall Share of Cou- 
rage, for the Blows are frequently ſo ſevere, that the poor Candidate 
falls backwards on the Floor; and the greater his Terror at this Uſage, 
the more the Brethren are pleaſed. This Cuſtom ſavours too much of 
Barbarity ; and many Inſtances can be produced of Perſons in this Si- 
tuation, who have requeſted on their Knees to be ſet at Liberty, and 
others who have made their Eſcape as faſt as poſſible out of the Lodge. 
The French and Natives of Sauiſerland have a more ſtriking and ſolemn 
Way of repreſenting the Death of Hiram. When a Brother comes into 
the ge, in order to be raiſed to the Degree of Maſter, one of the Mem- 
bers lies flat on his Back, with his Face disfigured, and beſmeared with 
Blood, on the Spot where the Drawing on the Floor is made. His natural 
Surprize and Confuſion immediately appears, and one of the Brethren 
generally addreſſes him to the Purport following: Brother, be not 
* frightened; this is the unfortunate Remains of a Worthy Maſter, that 
& would not deliver the Grip and Word to three Fellow. Crafts, who 
„ had no Right to it; and from this Example we learn our Duty, viz. 
« to die before we deliver the Maſter's Part of Maſonry to thoſe who 
« have no Claim thereto.” On kneeling to receive the Obligation, the 
fuppoſed dead Brother lies behind you, and during the Time of admini- 
ſtering the Oath, and reading the Hiſtory of his Death, he gets up, and 
you are laid down in his Place. This is the moſt material Pifference 
between the French and Engliſh Method of making a Maſter Maſon ; 
and that it is more agreeable to Humanity than giving a Man a violent 

Blow on the Forehead with a Gavel, muſt be obvious to every Reader. 
+ In this Point the Maſons themſelves differ ; ſome of them ſay, he 
was not carried out at the Welt Door, but buried on the Spot where he 
was killed, in this Manner: The three Aſſaſſins took up Part of the 
Pavement, made a Hole, nd covered him over with Stones as ſoon as 
they had crammed him in; after which they conveyed the Rubbiſh out 
in their Aprons, to prevent Suſpician, |

buried him on the Side of a Hill, in a Grave fix Feet per- 
pendicular, dug due Eaſt and Weſt.

As 1 lay on my Back, the Mal er informed me how 


Fliram was found; and by what Means the three Ruffians 


were diſcovered, as follows : 


„ Our Maſter Hiram not coming to view the Workmen 


as uſual, King Solomon cauſed ſtrict Search to be made; but 
this proving ineffectual, he was ſuppoſed to be dead. The 
Twelve Fellow-Crafts who recanted, hearing the Report, 
their Conſciences pricking them, went to Solomon with white 
Aprons and Gloves, Emblems of their Innocence, and in- 


formed him of every Thing relative to the Affair, as far as 


they knew, and offered their Aſſiſtance in order to diſcover 
the three other Fellow-Crafts, who had abſconded. They 
ſeparated, and divided themſelves into four Parties; three 
Eaſt, Weſt, North, and South, in queſt of the Murderers. 
As one of the twelve was travelling on the Sea-fide, near 
Foppa, being fatigued, he ſat down to refreſh himſelf ; but 


was ſoon alarmed by the following hideous Exclamations from 
the Cliff of a Rock: „Oh! that my Throat had been cut 


&« acroſs, my Tongue torn out by the Root, and buried in 
« the Sands of the = at Low Water Mark, a Cable's Length 
« from the Shore, where the Tide Ebbs and Flows twice in 
« Twenty-four Hours, ere J had conſented to the Death of 
« our Grand Maſter Hiram - Oh ! (ſays another) that 
c my Heart had been torn from under my naked Left Breaſt, 
« and given a Prey to the Vultures of the Air, rather than [ 
« had been concerned in the Death of ſo good a Maſter !''— 
« But (ſays a third) I ſtruck him harder than you both; 
« *"twas I that killed him. Oh ! that my Body had been ſever- 


« ed in two, and ſcattered to the South and North; my Bo,] . 


4 els burnt to Aſhes in the South, and ſcattered between the 
«© four Winds of the Earth, ere J had been the Cauſe of the 
«« Death of our good Maſter Hiram!” The Fellow-Craft 
hearing this, went in queſt of his two Aflociates, and the 
entered the Cliff of the Rock, took and bound them faſt, and 
brought them to King Solomon, before whom they voluntarily 
confeſſed their Guilt, and begged to die. The Sentence paſſed 
on them was the ſame as they expreſſed in their Lamentation 
in the Cliff; Jubela's Throat was cut acroſs; Fubelo's Heart 
was torn from under his Left Breaſt ; and Jubelum's Body was 
ſevered in two, and ſcattered in the South and North. 
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When the Execution was over, King Solomon ſent for 
the Twelve Crafts, and deſired them to take the Body of 
Hiram up, in order that it might be interred in a ſolemn 
Manner in the Sanctum Sanforum ; he alſo told them, that 
if they could not find a Key-Word about him, it was loſt ; 
for there were only three in the World to whom it was known; 
and unleſs they were preſent, it could not be delivered. Hiram 
being dead, it conſequently was loſt. However, as Solomon 
ordered, they went and cleared the Rubbiſh, and found their 
Maſter in a mangled Condition, having lain fifteen Days ; 
upon which they lifted up their Hands above their Heads in 
Aſtoniſhment, and ſaid, O Lord, my God! This being the 
firſt Word and Sign, King Solomon adopted it as the grand 
Sign of a Maſter Maſon, and it is uſed at this Day in all the 
Lodges of Maſters,” | 

Maſ. Brother, when Hiram was thus found dead, how 
was he raiſed ? Anſ. By the Five Points of Fellowſhip. 

Maſ. What are theſe Five Points of Fellowſhip ?- 

Anſ. He was taken by the Entered Apprentice's Grip, and 
the Skin ſlipped off, Then he was taken by the Fellow- 
Craft's Grip, which alſo ſlipped off; and laſtly, by the Maſ- 
ter's Grip *. | : 

Maſ. Brother, it appears you could not have been raiſed 
but by the Five Points of F cliowſhip. Pray explain them. 

_ Hand in Hand ſignifies that I will always put forth 
my Hand to ſerve a Brother as far as in my Power lies, 
Foot to Foot, that I never will be afraid to go a Foot out of 
my Way to ſerve a Brother, Knee to e that when 
I pray, I ſhould never forget my Brother's Welfare, — Breaſt 
to Breaſt, to ſhew I will keep my Brother's Secrets as my 
own.

Anſ. Three Grand Maſters; Solomon King of 1/rael; 
Hiram, King of Tyre; and Hiram Abiff, who was killed by 
the three Fellow-Crafts. 

Maſ. Were theſe three Grand Maſters concerned in the 
building of Solomon's Temple? Anſ. They were. 

Maf. What was their Buſineſs ? | 

Anſ. Solomon found Proviſion and Money to pay the Work- 
men; Hiram, King of Tyre, provided Materials for the Build- 
ing; and Hiram Abiff performed or ſuperintended the Work.

The Form obſerved at the Inſtalment of a Maſter, and the other 
Officers, on St. John's Day. 


THE Year being expired, a proper Perſon is fixed on by the 

Members of every Lodge to preſide over and govern the 
Societies in the Capacity of Maſter. The Qualifications for 
this Office are, 1/4, That he muſt be regularly and lawfully 
raiſed : 2dly, He ought to be a Man of good Character, and 
irreproachable in his private Conduct: 3dly, He muſt be well 
verſed in the Laws and Conſtitutions of the Order, and ought 
to be temperate, cool, and quite perfect in going through the 
before-mentioned Lectures, as all the Queſtions are put by 
him, and he is often obliged to aſſiſt the Brethren in making the 
proper Anſwers *; for every Maſon ſitting round the Table 
anſwers in his Turn, in the ſame Manner as Boys at Church 
ſaying the Catechiſm. This is termed Worting. For Inſtance: 


I have been in a Lodge, where the Maſter was quite ignorant of the 
common Rules of Grammar; frequently making ſuch egregious Blun- 
ders, that the Bre hren could ſcarce refrain from buriting into Laughter; 
and often embelliſning his Queſtions with, ** Brethren, you have 
& Jet @ Body know as how you cannot be raiſed but by the Five Points 
« of Fellowſhip, &c. tell us which they be," »

Suppoſe a Brother meets another, and aſks him if he was at 
his Lodge laſt Night? He ſays, Yes. Well, replies the 
other, Did you Wort that is, did you go through the ſeveral 
Queſtions and Anſwers in any of the Lectures? If any Mem- 
ber cannot, or does not chuſe to work, when the Queſtion is 
ut, and it comes to his Turn, he gets up, and clapping his 
Hand on his Breaſt, addreſſes himſelf to the Maſter, and begs 
to be excuſed ; then the Left Hand Man anſwers in his Room. 
The Brethren having choſe a proper Man for this Office, 
and he being approved of by the Grand Maſter, they proceed 
to the Inſtalling him as follows: He kneels down in the 
South Part of the Lodge, and the late Maſter gives him the 
following Obligation before he reſigns the Chair, which he 
repeats : | 
A. B. of my own free Will and Conſent, in the Pre- 
te ſence of Almighty God, and this Right Worſhipful Lodge, 
dedicated to St. Jahn, do moſt ſolemnly and ſincerely ſwear, 
« that I will not deliver the Word and Grip belonging to the 
« Chair whilſt I am Maſter, or at any Time hereatter, except 
cc it be to a Maſter in the Chair, or a Paſt Maſter, him or them 
cc whom I ſhall find to be ſuch, after due Trial and Examina- 
<« tion, I alſo fwear, that I will act as Maſter of this Lodge 
« till next St. John's Day, and fill the Chair every Lodge- 
« Night, if I am within the Length of my Cable- Pow, —l 
&« likewiſe further promiſe, that I will not wrong this Lodge: 
but act in every reſpec for the Good of Maſonry, by be- 
c having myſelf agreeable to the reſt of the Brethren ; and 
« maintaining good Order and Regularity in this Lodge, as 
„ far as lies in my Power. All this I ſwear, with a firm and 
cc ſtedfaſt Reſolution to perform the ſame, under no leſs than 
ce the four following Penalties : My Throat cut acroſs, my 
« "Fongue torn out, my Heart torn from my Left Breaſt, and 
„ my Body ſevered in two, So help me God, and aſſiſt me in 
c this my Obligation belonging to the Chair.“ [ Kiſes the Book. ] 
The Paſt-Maſter raiſes him up, and takes oft the Jewels 
and Ribbon from his own Neck, and puts it on the New 
Maſter, taking him at the ſame Time by the Maſter's Grip, 
and whiſpering in his Ear the Word CHIBBELUM*; after 
which he lips his Hand from the Maſter's Grip to the El- 
bow, and preſſes his Nails in, as is done in the Grip of the 
Maſter under the Wriſt. 


* CHIBBELUM, ſignifies a worthy Maſon. The Origin of the 
Words and Signs among Free Maſons was on this Account: Hiram, 
the chief Archite& of the Temple, had ſo great a Number of Work- 
men to pay, that he could not poſſibly know them all; he therefore 
gave eac 4 or Claſs, a particular Sign and Word, by which he 


could diſtinguiſh them more readily, in order to pay them their dif-

ferent Salaries.

The Senior and Junior Warden, Secretary, &c. receive 
the Obligation as the Maſter, except the Grip and Word; 
there being none peculiar to them. | 

Having now gone through the ſeveral Degrees and Lec- 
tures belonging to the Entered Apprentice, Fellow-Craft, 
Maſter, and the Manner of /Inſtalment, I ſhall cloſe the 
Work with a few general Directions, dividing them under 
the following Heads: . 


I. A Deſcription of the Ornaments worn by the different Officers 
when aſſembled in the Lodge, and their proper Places of ſitting. 


The MASTER, who fits in the Eaſt of the Lodge, leis the 
Rule and Compaſs, and Square hanging to a Ribbon round 
his Neck, and a Black Rod in his Hand, when he opens the 
Lodge, near Seven Feet high, 

The SEntoR W ARDEN its in the Weſt, with a Level 
hanging by a Ribbon round his Neck, and a Column placed 
on the Table, about twenty-nine Inches long. 

The Junior WARDEN's Place is in the South, with the 
Plumb-Rule hanging by a Ribbon from his Neck, and a 
Column in his Hand. 

The SECRETARY wears the Croſs-Pens, hanging in the 
ſame Manner. | | 

The Senior and Junior DE ACoNs have each a Black Rod, 
with the Compaſs hanging round their Necks ; the Senior 
ſits at the Back of the Matter, or at his Right Hand; the 
Junior at the Senior Warden's Right Hand, 

The PasT-MASTER has the Compaſſes and Sun, with a 
Line of Cords about his Neck. oy 

The TREASURER has a Key hanging from his Neck. 


II. The Manner of giving the Signs of each Degree, and the 
Word belonging to it, with the Fellow-Craft and Maſter”s 
Clap.

« It with what he chooſes, and as often as he pleaſes, But 
he muſt drink his Glaſs in Turn, or at leaſt keep the Motion 
with the Reſt, When therefore a public Health is given, 
the Maſter fills firſt, and deſires the Brethren to charge their 
Glafles ; and when this is ſuppoſed to be done, the Maſter 
ſays, Brethren, are you all charged?

find the Tyler on the Outſide, with a drawn Sword in his 
Hand, and a white Apron, on. Aſk him if there is a full

The Maſter of the Lodge, on receiving Intelligence of his 
Death, and being made acquainted with the Day and Hour 
appointed for his Funeral, is to iſſue his Command for ſum- 
moning the Lodge; and immediately to make Application, by 
the Grand Secretary, to the Deputy Grand Maſter, for a legal 
Power and Authority toattend the . with his Officers 
and ſuch Brethren as he may approve of, properly clothed, 

The Dilpenſation being obtained, the Maſter may invite 
as many Lodges as he thinks proper, and the Members of the 
ſaid Lodges may accompany their Officers in Form; but the
